Safety Sermonette 


(Editor's Note—This is the 


fifth article in the 
"Safetj 


Week" campaign conducted this 
week in Madison to reduce the 
number of auto accidents.) 
Nearly one-half of the children 


under 15 years o£,'age who die from 
accidental causes are the victims 
of automobiles, trucks, street cars 
and railroads. 
,9 . 
Approximately 28 per cent of all 


persons killed 
by automobiles are 


under 15 years of age. 


Appreciating this situation, the 


school teachers of Madison are co- 
operating by teaching their chil- 
dren principles of safety. In some 
districts older boys are appointed 
traffic officers for the schools to 
see that children 
do not play or 


loiter in the streets. 


Your children and the children ol 


others should be continually cau- 
tioned about 
the 
dangers of the 


streets. 
But that is not enough. 


Drivers must co-operate. 


Drivers should assume that every 


child on OT near the street is going 
to dash suddenly in front of their 
cars. 
You cannot tell by looking 


at a child what he is going to do. 
You should therefore drive slowly 
whenever children are around and 
always have absolute control of 
yo,ur car. 
Do not allow any one to ride on 


the running board, rear tire or 
bumper of your car. Persons on bi- 
cycles roller 
skates 
or in carts 


should not be permitted to hitch to 
any vehicle. 


If you expect other .persons to 


avoid injuring your children, you 
should take care not to injure the 
children of others. 


Most of us do the minor things 


of life without giving them much 
thought. They quickly become mat- 
ters of habit, 
and if the correct 


habits are instflled in tis when we 
are young, we shall find that the 
pursuit of our duties and recrea- 
tions wfll be accomplished with a 
minimum of accidents and injuries. 
For example, the training in street 
safety that is given to a child will 
not only help to protect him from 
accident but later will make him a 
more careful and law-abiding driver 
when he becomes th* 'operator of a 
vehicle himself.

OW nyiny of the millions of peoples of all races and creeds that 
embrace the religion af Christianity and enjoy the benefits of 


the civilization which it has prodnced Lnow that tomorrow—Jane 4— 
in thousands of churches thronfrhont the world will be celebrated the 
birthday of the .Christian Church? Whitsun Dmy, 'the high festival 
observed in the Church on the fiftieth day after Easter In conuncmmor- 
atjon of the outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon the apostles on the 
day of Pentecost, has been commcmmorated for nearly two thousand 
years by Christian people; and observed by them with joy and thanks- 
Civinr; for the fulfillment of the promise that a Comforter would be 
sent to mankind. Specifically the Fca»t marks the anniversary of 
that day in Jerusalem where the apostles of the crucified Christ, 
(fathered in an upper room, received that'benizon which is thus de- 
scribed by St. Paul: 


"And when the day of Pentecost was fully come, they were all 


with -one accord in one place.. And suddenly there came « sound 
from Heaven as of a rushing, mighty wind, and It filled all the honsa 
where they were sitting. And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues, like as of fire, and it sat upon each of them; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongue* 
as the Spirit gave them utterance." 
* 


It was in this hour-.that the Christian Church, according to the 


Gospel, was born. Ascension Day, ten days previous, had marked the 
ascension of Christ. Now, in this spiritual manifestation of Whitsun 
Day, the promise of the Master had reached fulfillment; and strong 
in the spiritual faith which had seized upon them the disciples fared 
forth to all parts of the then known world to spread th doctrine in 
accordance with His command., What civilization the woi-Id enjoys 
today results from the spirit of the message which they carried. In 
the twenty centuries which have elapsed empires have risen and fallen; 
tho dust of ages has" blotted out the smiling lands where tho Chris- 
tion doctrine first took root, Europe has risen to her mighty- emin- 


ence, and the opening yean, of the Twentieth Century have trau- 
ferred to America the power that was Rome's. Believing or not in 
the Man and the' doctrine upon which our Christian civilization i« 
based, oblivious to the facts, or accepting them without conscious 
recognition of their origin. Whitsnn Day, as marking a significant 
milestone In Christian annals, is worth to all of us a moment's serious 
reflection. 


I 
It is an Interesting fact that Whitsnn Day, like Easter, Is of ^ 


Jewish origin. Wbltsun Day fell on the day of Pentecost, the Greek ' 
name for the "Feast of Weeks" in the Jewish Church. Pentecost 
means Fifiticth—the feast being fifty days after IJie Feast of the 
Passover; as Whitsun Day occurs fifty days after Easter. So that 
Whitsun Day is connected with .the Jewish Pentecost not only in its 
historical origin, but in the idea which it represents—the Jewish 
festival being one of of thanks for the first fruits of the earth; the 
Christian festtral for the first fruits of the Spirit. 


In the early days of the Christian Chnrch Whitsnn Day bad a 


much more universal celebration than it receives in these later times. 
In tho middle,ages, the Whitsnn Day service* were marked by many 
curious customs, among them, notably in Italy, the letting down of a 
dove from the roof Into the Church, the dropping of balls of fire and 
of rose, Wrest'ft recall the miracle o£J tte"jGeiy. tong,uesl'..in-,Franc.e 
trumpets were'ilown during the service*, to :reeall the sound .'of- the 
mighty T^hing^pf wind. Among th'e^RiUisian, peasants, 'flowers and 
creen brandies .are carried daring the Pentecost. By Act of Parlia- 
ment Whitsun Day in 1605 wag made_one of the Scottish Quarter 
Days;Mri"Gjr.eat Britain the day has always been celebrated 
with_ 
special "feasthqr and the production .of: -miracle, plays and "since'1871'" 
Whit--Monday has been recognized as.a lcgal.;bank holiday. The'dlty"" 
is'of-special Interest to members of the Episcopal Chnrch as it-was • 
on. Whitinn. Driy, June 9, 1549, that the Book of Common Prayer in 
EngHsh waVfijat used.

ID you know that Madison now 
has eight bus lines connecting 
it with Milwaukee,-Waukesha, 


Fond du Lac, Oconomowoc, Ft. At- 
kinson, Waupun, Beaver Dam, Co- 
lumbus, Stoughton and other towns 
within an 80 mile radius? 
Did you 


know that the bus line business in 
this state had increased 100 per 
cent in the last month'! 'Did .you 
know that these bus 
lines make 


train time speed? Did you know 
that you can reach these towns at 
about four hour intervals? 


There are two reasons for 
the 


growing popularity of this new line 
of industry. 
The first is the good 


roads program that has been car- 
ried on in this state for the past 
few years, 
and 
the 
second, _ the 


pressing need for better connections 
with outlying cities. 
Madison is 


r.ow 
the hub from which spread the 


connecting trunk lines of the state. 
These excellent roads have been one 
of phe strong incentives for 
.the 


rapid advance of the motor bus. 


Where there were formerly only 


three bus lines operating in 
and 


about this city there are now eight. 
Five of the lines have started with- 
in the last three months, and three 
within the last month. • The Middle- 
ton; Lakewood and Nakoma. lines 
take eare.of-tbe commuters from 
the suburban 
residence districts, 


but until this spring Madison has 
never had a true .out- of town motor 
bus. 
Lack oi interurban lines and 


poor railway connections with many 
points have been.the prime movers 
of this new business in this city. 
And the business has not yet come 
to its full growth. It is expected 
that with the new road program of 
the state that other lines will come 
into operation. 


The motor bus of today bears but 


slight -relationship 
to the bus of 


yesterday. In contrast with 
the 


prairie schooner in. which our grand- 
fathers moved about tie state in the 
early days, the .modern -bus is ca- 
pable of train time speed. Its fur- 
nishings are of. the. latest and its 
capacity is equal to nearly chat of 
the .interurban cars. In place of the 
bench-like seats along the sides that 
characterized the early bus, the' lat- 
est carriers have their 
seats ar- 


ranged like those of the passenger 
coach. 
Thick upholstering-, heavy 


springs, and silent motors 
make 


for comfort, speed, and healthful 
transportation. Accommodations on 
the modem bus -rival those of pas- 
senger trains and steamship lines. 
Transportation m the new busses 
relieves the monotony of steam lo- 
comotion, it is more agreeable to 
some, and does not cost any more. 
They are palaces on 
wheels 
in 


many cases. 


The Milwaukee bus line makes 


two round trips daily. It tenches 
t^ie towns of Wankesha, Pewaukee, 
Hartland, 
Nashota, 
Okaucbee, 


Oconomowoc, Sullivan, Ilomfe, Ft. 
Atkinson, Cambridge and this city. 
It is expected that another bus will 
be added to this run, enabling four 
round trips daily by 
motor bus. 


The. 
bus is capable of carrying 20 


passengers, and makes the trip in 
four hours and fifteen minutes. The 
Fond du Lac bus passes through 
Waupun, Beaver Dam, Columbus, 
Sun Prairie and this 
city. 
This 


line operates two busses and makes 
two round trips daily This bus is 
one of the largest in operation in 
this city at present, having a seat- 
ing capacity of about 30 
people. 


The Stoughton bus connects Mad- 
ison with Stoughton and Oregon, 
and makes four round trips daily. 
The Mt. Horeb line _ makes three 
round trips daily and goes by way 
of 
Verona. 
The 
^ Middleton 
bus 


needs no introduction, having been 
in service for a number of years. 
It makes five, trips daily. The Na- 
koma bus, which is another of the 
pioneers in the 
business, 
makes 


five round trips a day. The Port- 
age line makes two round trips a 
day and seats about 20 passengers. 
The Lakewood 
bus 
makes 
four 


round trips- daily and goes to Lake- 
wood,'Mendota, and Maple Bluff. 


Not only is the bus service used 


for people who desire to make train 
connections, but it is, also coming 
into.use as a means of solving the 
touring problem. Wisconsin is one 
of the few states in the union that 
has vast recreational 
advantages 


*«d the motor bus will do much in 
the future to open up this resource. 
Some men who have bean following 
the advance of the motor-bus with 
interest, claim tfhat in a- few years 
we will see palatial bus lines op- 
erating from coast to coast." This 
claim sounds unreasonable to many 
but we have only to reflect on the 
rapid development of the 
motor 


bus to realize that it is at least not 
improbable. 
Many of the people 


now using the busses do so

The bus lines are not running in 


competition with the railroads but 
rather as a me,ans of accelerating 
train connections.

There 
is but one method to bring this 
change about, he told the conven- 
tion, that is "to elect senators and 
members of congress wfao will vote 
to repeal the Esch-Cmawins 
law, 


and restore the rightful powers of 
the state to regulate and control 
transportation wholly 
conducted 


within the respectii?e states." 


"Two years ago the people were 


told that this law was the_ most 
progressive piece 
of 
legislation 


ever enacted," Gov. Blaine asserted. 
"I presume they meant 'sanely pro- 
gressive—you have heard of people 
beingVsaneiy progressive, and the 
Esch-Cummins law is a product of 
that same kind of "sane1 progres- 
siveism. 


The fact is that the Ech-Cwa- 


mins law was and is radically de- 
structive. No piece of legislation 
of this or any other century has left 
such a trail of destruction as the 
iniquitious 
Esch-Cummins 
rail- 


road law. 
With its passage came 


the closing of industries the throw- 
ing of millions of men out of em- 
ployment, the depreciation of. the 
farmers' products, and the stagna- 
tion of business generally. 


"The guarantee of profits under 


the law has turned the railroads 
over to stock jobbers and 
Wall 


street gamblers. 
The time 
was 


when real traffic men operated the 
railroads. They havo been pushed ' 
aside, so that the stock jobbers and 
gamblers may ply their trade more 
successfully with 
less desire 
to 


serve the transportation needs of 
the-country.

conservative newspaper—after

passage of the Esch-Cummins law 
said editorially that that law would 
cost the average family a dollar a 
day extra, or $365 per year. That 
is radically destructive to the hap- 
piness and welfare our homes.

Esch-Cummins

and 


supplemental legislation has in ten 
months taken out of the Treasury 
.of U. S. $1,158,291,357, and paid It 
to the railroads—and this is only -A. 
fraction of the

The government paid

railroads a gratuity out of the pub- 
lic treasury, and denied 
to 
the 


service men adjusted compensation 
to which they were entitled as a 
matter of right. 


"Freight rates and pa&senger and 


Pullman fares annually amount to 
seven billion dollars, or two billion 
dollars more than in any previous 
year. The annual ton collected by 
the railroad companies in two years 
would purchase all the railroads at 
a fair value, and a large surplus 
would be left The increased rates 
and fares alone would purchase the 
railroad properties at a fair value 
in six years.

Mr. Delafield warned that the United States

"The Germans most double their own exports 


of 1913 to get the money for the reparations 
payments," he said, "and unless the demands of 
the world have increased that much they must 
displace the trade of other countries to this 
vast amount, an amount of little less than one- 
third of the total export trade of the allied
